Every  Department  Took 
Active  Interest. 

President  Richardson  recently  ap¬ 
pointed  Mr.  Riclcenbrode  and  Miss 
Winn  as  a  committee  to  prepare  a 
record  of  all  the  work  done  by  the 
Normal  since  the  United  States  ent¬ 
ered  the  war.  They  have  made  a 
careful  study  of  all  the  issues  of  the 
Courier  for  1917  and  191S.  The 
records  found  there  show  that  our 
school  has  supported  every  construc¬ 
tive  measure  brought  forward  if  it 
was  a  measure  which  needed  the 
support  of  the  colleges  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  The  records  also  show  that 
we  gave  with  liberality  and  a  true 
spirit  of  •  sacrifice  Avhatever  was 
needed. 

One  fact  which  comes  out  very 
clearly  is  that  the  Courier  has  been 
squarely  behind  all  of  these  move¬ 
ments.  For  instance,  when  Red 
Cross  work  was  being  pushed,  eleven 
successive  editions  carried  leading 
articles  in  regard  to  this  work.  All 
other  campaigns  were  backed  in  this 
same  manner. 

We  must  strive  to  preserve  this 
splendid  spirit  of  co-operation,  ser¬ 
vice,  and  sacrifice  which  grew  up 
so  quickly  and  so  strongly.  We 
must  foster  those  studies  which  will 
do  this  and  keep  alive  all  those 
agencies  which  develop  the  qualities 
displayed  under  the  stimulus  of  a 
great  need.  We  need  this  same  spir¬ 
it  in  peace  as  well  as  in  war.  There 
arc  many  things  which  wo  can  do 
for  our  school  and  'country  now, 
here  in  Maryville  Normal. 

Since  one  of  the  best  incentives 
to  future  endeavor  is  a  knowledge 
of  past  achievements,  the  Courier  is 
publishing  a  brief  resume  of  the  re¬ 
port  on  war  activities  which  will  be 
presented  to  the  faculty  by  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

The  war  work  of  the  Normal  be¬ 
gan  with  a  series  of  war  lectures  by 
all  members  of  the  faculty,  during 
the  summer  session  of  1917.  These 
lectures  did  much  to  give  the  stu¬ 
dents  right  conceptions  concerning 
the  war  and  concerning  their  own 
duties  during  the  Avar  period. 

The  students  and  faculty  of  this 
session  bought  $000  worth  of  liber¬ 
ty  bonds  as  a  gift  to  the  studnet 
loan  fund.  The  graduating  class  of 
1918  added  $100  and  the  alumni  as¬ 
sociation  $10  to  this  fund  in  W.  S. 
S.

New  Member  On 
Faculty. 

The  opening  of  the  new  year  finds 
the  school  in  session  and  organized 
for  the  second  term  of  the  new  three 
term  per  year  plan.  With  the  pass¬ 
ing  of  the  Avar,  the  demobilization  of 
the  S.  A.  T.  C.,  and  other  extraord¬ 
inary  activities  occasioned  by  that 
condition,  the  school  iioav  turns  to 
the  problems  of  the  immediate  fu¬ 
ture  and  will  seek  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mand  for  more  thoroughly  trained 
teachers  for  every  phase  of  its  field.

Mr.  F.  H.  Metzler  from  Dakota 
Wesleyan  University  becomes  a  neAV 
member  of  our  staff  and  will  devote 
his  entire  time  to  the  Commercial 
Department. 

The  enrollment  for  this  term  will 
still  show  the  effects  of  the  war  in¬ 
fluence  but  the  prospects  for  the 
third  or  spring-summer  term  point 
to  a  largely  increased  attendance 
and  to  a  return  to  our  pre-war  sta¬ 
tus  Avith  the  opening  of  the  next 
school  year.

FORMER  STUDENT  WRITES 
FROM  TORONTO 

Henry  A.  Miller.  who  has  been 
stationed  at  the  Canadian  Aeroplane 
Factory,  Toronto,  Ontario,  Canada, 
since  October  25.  1918,  was  asked 
by  the  Courier  staff  to  tell  of  his 
work  in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  is  an  extract  from  his  letter: 

“T  believe  1  was  fortunate  enough 
to  get  into  one  of  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  branches  of  naval  service,  that 
of  radio  electrician  in  the  Aviation 
Department,  it  is  an  entirely  new 
branch  of  the  service  and  one  in 
which  there  is  much  room  for  im¬ 
provement,  however  efficient  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  he  now. 

‘‘it  was  rather  difficult,  though, 
to  plunge  into  this  new  branch  of 
the  service.  We  had  been  trained 
at  Harvard  in  all  the  intricacies  of 
the  modern  radio  set  on  hoard  ship 
so  that  we  were  quite  confident  that 
wo  could  send  any  message  that  the 
‘skipper’  might  dictate.  Suddnely 
on  the  day  of  our  ‘graduation  from 
Harvard,’  at  11:30  A.  M.r  we  were 
told  that  we  would  ‘sail’  by  rail  for 
Peusacola,  Florida  at  3  P.  M.  They 
gave  us  a  splendid  outing  of  five 
days  down  thero  under  the  sunny 
skies  of  the  southland  and  we  were 
then  informed  that  the  Curtiss  Aer¬ 
oplane  Factory  at  Buffalo  was  sore¬ 
ly  in  need  of  us.  Again  we  ‘sailed’ 
by  rail. 

“At  Buffalo  we  installed  wireless 
telegraph  seta  on  a  small  plane, 


Thai  work  became  somewhat  monot¬ 
onous  and  when  an  opportunity  to 
go  to  Toronto  Avas  offered,  1  was 
ready  in  an  hour’s  time. 

“Greater  difficulties  •  awaited  us 
here  and  we  were  baffled  on  every 
side.  We  had  always  been  Avitb 
men  who  knew  much  more  about 
radio  than  we  did  and  to  whom  we 
might  go  Avith  our  problems  for  so¬ 
lution.  There  Avas  no  one  here  to 
whom  we  could  go  for  consolation, 
and  to  make  matters  worse  1  Avas 
put  in  charge  of  the  installations. 

“Instead  of  the  telegraph  set 
which  avg  had  installed  at  Buffalo, 
the  government  presented  us  Avith 
ten  very  complicated  sets.  They 
wen?  accompanied  by  orders  to  make 
successful  installations  of  those  sets 
on  the  large  F5L  flying  boats.  This 
is  a  monstrous  boat  which  carries 
six  men,  mounts  tAvelve  machine 
guns,  and  lias  a  wing  spread  of  192 
feet  from  tip  to  tip. 

“Though  the  task  seemed  impos¬ 
sible,  we  five  felloAvs  ‘put  our  heads 
together,'  as  the  saying  goes,  and 
though  our  first  installation  Avas 
not  a  thing  of  beauty,  it  worked  and 
has  since  passed  government  censor¬ 
ship  at  Washington,  D.  C.  We  have 
made  several  installations  since  then 
so  that  now  the  work  has  become 
Play. 

“These  new  transmitting  sets  on 
Avhich  avo  Avork  will  send  messages 
hv  telegraph  or  telephone  for  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  200  miles.  This  distance 
is  quite  sufficient  for  that  is  as  far 
as  a  seaplane  is  likely  to  get  from 
its  base  of  operations.  The  power 
of  the  receiving  set  which  this  ylane 
carries  is  unlimited.  It  will  pick 
up  any  message  that  comes  in  con¬ 
tact  with  its  antenna,  no  matter 
how  distant  the  sending  station. 

“We  felloAvs  have  done  a  little  ex¬ 
perimenting  ‘on  our  own  hook’  to 
prove  this.  We  rigged  up  an  anten¬ 
na  in  an  obscure  spot,  on  the  roof 


and  enjoy  receiving  messages  from 
all  parts  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  We  pick  up  all  messages 
governing  traffic  thru  the  lakes, 
from  the  radio  stations  at  Halifax, 
Kingston,  Toronto  and  Great  Lakes. 
We  set  our  watches  on  the  dot  by 
the  time  ticks  sent  out  from  Wash¬ 
ington  at  noon  and  10:00  p.  m.  It 
is  also  pleasing  to  get  the  news  by 
wireless  one  afternoon  and  then 
read  all  about  it  in  the  newspapers 
the  next  day. 

“Our  Avork  here  will  probably  be 
finished  by  the  first  of  February. 
We  have  begun  to  hum  occasionally 
that  little  ditty  so  Avell  known  to 
all  boys  in  the  service,  ‘Where  do 
avc  go  from  here,  hoys,  Avhere  do  avo 
go  from  here?’  Most  of  us  Avish  for 
our  discharges.  We  arc  all  anxious 
to  get  back  into  ‘civies’  once  more. 
Tf  that  is  not  yet  possible,  I  am  quite 
sure  we  will  bo  happy  in  this  branch 
of  the  service  wherever  Uncle  Sain 
chooses  to  send  us.’’
